Foreign services officers, who serve in the various American em 
bassies and consulates around the worid nave traditionally been 
white and male, although there is no such requirement in the job des 
cription 

According to Caroline Christian, a foreign service recruiting officer 
who visited CSUS last week, the basic qualifications to join the foreign 
service are being a United States citizen between the ages of 20 and 
94, healthy and “willing to go anywhere in the world 

Christian said the policy” of hiring only while males is rapidly 
changing. Christian backed up her assertion with employment 
figures She said 30 percent of the service's employees are women and

A foreign language is not absolutely necessary to apply for the 
foreign service because accepted applicants are trained at the 
Foreign Service Language Center in Washington, D.C 

'4owever. Christian emphasized, it would not hurt in an interested 
applicant already has some training in a language, such as Chinese 
Japanese, Arabic or Indonesian. as these are considered difficult 
languages to learn “Officers with these languages are highty sought

While counterforce is an ex- 
tremely danyerous doctrine, it 
would be somewhat more at- 
tractive to the U.S. military than to 
the Russians. This is because the 
United States has a technicai ad- 
vantate over the Soviet Union in alt 


systems, anti - submarine warfare 
and probably anti - satellite war- 
fare. As weil, the United States 
holds a substantial lead over the 
Soviets in total numbers of 
strategic nuclear weapons ($200 to 
6000), and has a large percentage 
of its strategic forces in relatively 
invulnerable submarines (three - 
fourths of Soviet forces are land - 
based and therefore much more 
vulnerable to attack) 

The real question is not whether 
the Soviet Union also has a 
counterforce capability (since 
counterforce is a matter of degree
